1-4 in their track meet Saturday after- 
noon, the Blue winning every event but 
the 50-yd. dash and the relay, Ando- 
ver’s second team competing in the lat- 
ter event.

Hammond, who ran for Andover in 
the 600 for first time broke the board 
track record, traveling the distance in 
1 min., 20 2-5 sec. He ran a strong 
race and although pressed hard by T. 
Campbell of Harvard at the finish re- 
fused to allow him to pass. 

Only Andover men qualified in the 
45-yd. hurdles, and the finals were not 
run off. Andover collected nine points 
and repeated in the 1000 with Screven, 
Bateman and Robertson placing. Mac- 
Neil easily won the mile with Grant, 
his teammate, at his heels. Coburn of 
Harvard led for half the distance and 
looked like a winner, but first MacNeil 
and then Grant coaxed him to sprint to 
hold his advantage and the Crimson 
yearling, weakened being far behind at 
the finish. 

Capt. Allen won the 300-yd. dash 
from Norris of Harvard. He trailed for 
two-thirds of the way but had reserve 
strength and speed which carried him to 
the front and he won in the fast time of 
32 2-5 sec. 

Andover took first in the indoor ev- 
ents. Richardson went over the bar in 
the high jump at 5 ft., 7 in., which 
proved a barrier for Dunbar of Har- 
vard. Wolfe captured first place in the 
shot put in his last try when he went 
41 ft., 7 in., just three inches beyond 
Jenkins of Harvard. 

Between events a novice meet was 
held by Coach Shepard and the races 
were splendidly contested.

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ing between Salonica and France for a 
while and Jater on the Salonica front. 

In Macedonia she was attached to a 
field hospital at Sedes in which there 
were constantly 2,000 sick and wounded, 
cared for by twelve physicians, of 
whom six were French, two Polish, 
two Russian, one Greek, and Dr. Mor- 
ton. She aided also in caring for 1600 
convalescents in a camp near Sedes. 
For her distinguished service rendered 
to the Serbian soldiers she was not only 
given a commission carrying the rank of 
sergeant-major, the highest rank given 
to an American woman during the war, 
but was many times decorated by the 
Serbian government for her services. 

Dr. Morton paid the highest tribute 
to this unfortunate nation which was 
held accountable by Germany for the 
work of fanatical assassins and whose 
innocent people suffered every hardship 
and were the victims of unmentionable 
atrocities. Yet in the face of every diffi- 
culty they neither complained, showed 
lack of courage, nor considered com- 
promise with the enemy, but stead- 
fastly held their country which broke 
the line of conquest from Berlin to Bag- 
dad and frustrated further plans leading 
to an invasion of the United States. This 
they accomplished, though at the be- 
ginning of the war, the army had but a 
quarter of a loaf of bread a day, no 
blankets and only four rounds of am- 
munition for cannon. : 

The burden of war fell heavily on the 
civilian population which was subjected 
to a reign of bestial terror. In their 
forced retreat through the Albanian 
mountains old men and women and 
children perished by the thousands as 
the result of hunger and exposure. 

Not a line appeared in our news- 
papers either about the sufferings of the 
Serbians nor about their victories. 

Many of the young people of this 
devastated country are being educated 
in schools and colleges of their allies. 
France, even before the close of the war, 
began the education of 3,462 Serbian 
refugees; England provided for 300; and 
thirty-five are being educated in Glas- 
gow. Dr. Morton decided to bring fifty 
of these promising young people to 
America. 

Before doing this, however, she had to 
enlist the interest of the American col- 
leges. During March, April and May of 
1919, Dr. Morton was invited to speak 
in various colleges on the ‘History of 
Serbia,’”’ and she so convincingly set 
forth the part that brave nation played 
in the World War and the present 
wrecked conditions, including the de- 
struction of the University of Belgrade, 
that the colleges she addressed at once 
offered scholarships to cover a period of 
four or five years to students whom she 
was authorized to select. The student 
body in a number of colleges, members 
of the alumnae, friends of the college, 
church and citb groups, subscribed a 
fund to cover the expenses of a first 
group of twenty students. 

Dr. Morton went back to Belgrade 
and presented letters of invitation from 
the American colleges to the Minister 
of Edueation and asked him to appoint 
the students. He, however, said all 
must have an equal opportunity, and an 
announcement was put in the paper the 
following morning telling applicants to 
report to Dr. Morton’s office at three 
o’clock that afternoon. She thought a 
hundred might come, but there were be- 
tween 1,500 and 2,000 applicants by 
two o'clock. The large room was 
jammed, the three flights of stairs and 
the landings were packed with students 
and traffic was blocked for two squares. 

They were all ready to come at once, 
for America they have a profound ad- 
miration. They were dismissed and told 
that details would be printed in the 
papers next morning. These details 
were: Name, age (16-24), address of 
applicant and of parents (those of 
straight Serbian descent only were ac- 
ceptable), age and state of health of 
parents. Students were to remain in 
U. S. A. for four years, so no one whose 
parents were very old or infirm would be 
taken. Health certificate, letter of 
character recommendation, credentials 
of college grade of education, and pledge 
to return in four years to Serbia to 
utilize there their education were the 
most important items. 

A committee of representatives of the 
Ministries of Education, Agriculture, 
Commerce, exchange professors from 
Cambridge, England, and from the 
University of Belgrade, the directress of 
Girls’ Normal School, Belgrade, the 
American Consul and several other 
representative Serbians and Americans 
examined the applicants’ credentials. 
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So many were found eligible that 
twenty seemed a very small number of 
students to bring to our country with its 
many great universities and colleges. 

Sixty were finally chosen and fifty sent 
to the United States in September, 1919. 
They are now in colleges from’ Vermont 
to Texas and as far west as California. 
They are doing excellent work in medi- 
cal and dental courses, law, mining, civil 
and electrical engineering, commerce 
and banking, philosophy, chemistry, 
agriculture, architecture, etc., i. e., in 
all fields looking towards the rebuilding 
of Serbia. They are in such universities 
as Cornell, Columbia, California, Prince- 
ton, Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, 
North Carolina, also at Wellesley, Bar- 
nard, Mt. Holyoke, Sophie Newcomb, 
Tufts and the Castle School, New York. 
Their professors report their work as 
earnest and in many cases brilliant. 
They all learned English in three 
months. They are the sons and daugh- 
ters of professors, doctors, ministers 
and army officers who have lost every- 
thing through the vandalism of their 
enemies and ours. Many of them have 
been in prison, wounded, starved. They 
have seen their parents beaten to death 
or otherwise murdered, and they have 
endured every hardship, coming out of it 
all with eager hearts and an ambition 
to rebuild their country. 

Most of the extra thirty students are 
in colleges which offer only a tuition 
scholarship. Their educational and 
living expenses count up rapidly. Dr. 
Morton is able by appeals to the gen- 
erosity of the public to raise money to 
meet these expenses month by month, 
sometimes making as many as nineteen 
addresses in a week. Contributions 
from those who wish to aid this worthy 
cause but were unable to do so on Sun- 
day ‘will be received by Miss Martha 
Howey at Abbot Academy. 


American Legion Notes 


The week ending February 26 was one 
of the most successful in the history of 
the American Legion and Women’s 
Auxiliary of that organization from the 
standpoint of new posts and units. 
Eighty-two posts of the Legion and 
seventy-three units of the Women’s 
Auxiliary were added. Applications for 
thirty-two charters for the Auxiliary 
were received in one day. There are 
now 10,200 posts and 2,150 units, ac- 
cording to National Headquarters. 

Alvin W. Owsley, of Austin, Tex., 
who was a pioneer in American Legion 
organization in the Southwest, has been 
appointed assistant director of the Le- 
gion’s Americanism Commission. Mr. 
Owsley is a speaker of national promi- 
nence and acquired special recognition 
among ex-service men for his efforts in 
obtaining the passage of a bill in the 
Texas legislature providing a million 
and a half dollars for a hospital at Kerr 
ville, Tex. 

When the employment bureau of the 
American Legion in St. Paul enrolled 
four hundred ex-service men out of 
jobs, O. W. Krause, secretary of the 
bureau, appealed to the public of St. 
Paul through the local newspapers. As 
a result, more than one hundred men 
found employment in one day. 

A plan by which thousands of mem- 
bers of the American Legion might be 
given a free course in government is 
proposed by Representative Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., of New York, an American 
Legion member. Mr. Fish suggests 
that each member of the House and 
Senate bring a Legionnaire to Washing- 
ton for three months as one of the sec- 
retaries permitted him in his office and 
replace him at the end of the period with 
another andsoon. Mr. Fish has already 
started a relay of New York Legion 
members in his office. 

An appeal has been made to Natianal 
Headquarters of the American Legion 
by officers of the American and French 
Children’s League to aid the League in 
its distribution of several millions of 
poppies, which the women of France 
have made to be worn on Memorial 
Day. The poppies will be sold in all 
parts of the United States and the 
proceeds will be used for French and 
American war orphans.

Plan to Erect Cold Storage Ware- 
house for Essex County 


A drive to secure the needed finances 
for the erection of a cold storage ware- 
house in Danvers was launched recently 
by the Essex County Associated Boards 
of Trade and will be gontinued until 
March 19th. The entire county has 
been divided into sections, each being 
allotted a specific quota. 


Flying squadrons of speakers will 
canvass the county for stock subscrip- 
tions. Every city and town at some time 
during the drive will stage a mass meet- 
ing where the details of the project. will 
be explained. 


During recent years the agricultural 
interests of the county as represented by 
the management of the Essex County 
Agricultural school, Granges, civic and 
commercial organizations have expressed 
the hope that a cold storage warehouse, 
centrally located and easy of accesss not 
only to farming areas but to markets, 
would be established. 

The Essex County Associated Boards 
of Trade were quick to grasp the impor- 
tance of this movement to every citizen 
in the county, and consequently ap- 
pointed a committee, which has made a 
careful survey of a plant such as is pro- 
posed, and among the facts revealed by 
the investigation were the following: 

Immense quantities of farm produce 
and fruits are annually going to waste 
on Essex county farms on account of 
lack of facilities to properly preserve 
the same until they can be profitably 
marketed. 

In the committee’s judgment the 
average farmer today as a result of his 
season’s effort only realizes a fraction of 
what would be possible with a modern 
cold storage warehouse at his command, 


. 


The construction could be such that 
storage would be adaptable to all store 
merchandise requiring cold storage, 
thereby assuring a liberal patronage at 
all seasons of the year and under all 
conditions. 


It has been tentatively decided that 
this contemplated storehouse should be 
erected in Danvers, where car be ob- 
tained railroad service from two divis- 
ions of the Boston and Maine railroad 
and good roads stretching out to all sec- 
tions of the county. 


The proposed building would be 
thoroughly modern in all appointments 
and should amply serve Essex County 
interests for several years. 


The approximate cost of land and 
buildings is $100,000, which it is pro- 
posed through the medium of the drive 
to raise by the sale of stock to those di- 
rectly interested, who, if stockholders, 
will naturally receive first preference as 
to storage service and to those indirectly 
interested by appreciating the need of a 
cold storage warehouse and willing to 
support their faith in a community co- 
operative effort of this sort with their 
money. 


It has been estimated that the main- 
tenance cost of the proposed storage 
warehouse will be $9,500 while the in- 
come will be $22,500 a year, or a net pro- 
fit of $13,000. 


The cost per share is $25.00, which 
may be sent to Harry P. Gifford of 
Salem, chairman of the Essex County 
Associated Boards of Trade. 

The proposed cold storage warehouse 
is not designed as a money making 
scheme, but the result of the belief that 
such a building would serve the county 
producers and consumers to great ad- 
vantage. 

While primarily for the benefit of the 
Essex County farmer it is also intended 
for the reception of merchandise. 

The Essex County Associated Boards 
of Trade were responsible for the erec- 
tion of the Essex County Agricultural 
school which stands today as a lasting 
monument to its wisdom and far- 
sightedness. It is proposed that the 
warehouse shall be brought into being 
based on the same broad purposes.

State-Supported System of Uni- 
versity Extension 


Six years ago, Massachusetts had no 
State-supported system of university 
extens‘on. The work of this Division 
was begun early in 1916, with a few stu- 
dents, a few instructors, and far fewer 
courses than are offered now. But since 
that modest beginning every year has 
greatly increased the demand for ex- 
tension courses and has added re- 
markably to the service which the Divi- 
sion is giving to the people of the 
Commonwealth. 

In 1916, 2300 enrollments were re- 
ceived. During the following year more 
than 3600 new enrollments came in; 
while 1918 brought over 5000 new stu- 
dents in classes alone, in addition to 
nearly 1700 correspondence students. 
That record was more than doubled in 
1919, in both classes and correspond- 
ence; and last year’s enrollments went 
above 28,000. Present indications are 
that there will be this year a total class 
and correspondence enrollment num- 
bering between 30,000 and 40,000. Since 
1917 the demand for university extension 
courses has increased about 1000 per 
cent. 

Classes in Americanization subjects 
are also being organized in connection 
with the work of this Division. Thou- 
sands of foreign-born men and women 
join these classes and are taught to read 
and write English and to understand 
the forms of American government, 
so that they may become citizens. In 
the 968 Americanization classes or- 
ganized in Massachusetts last year there 
was an enrollment of oVer 15,000 stu- 
dents, in addition..to the regular uni- 
versity extension enrollment mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph. 

The students include men and women 
in many professions and. occupations. 
Mechanics have enrolled , for more 
thorough training in their trades; auto- 
mobile owners have come for instruc- 
tion in the operation and maintenance 
of their cars; clerks and bookkeepers 
have applied for courses in business 
management and accountancy. College 
educated men and women representing 
more than 150 American colleges and 
universities and forty-three foreign uni- 
versities have studied with the Division. 

Those who have gone through one 
course frequently re-enroll immediately 
in another, and encourage their friends 
to apply with them. When enough per- 
sons in one city or town wish to take the 
same course, a class is formed. Letters 
are being received constantly from com- 
munities all over the State requesting 
the formation of classes. During 1920, 
462 university extension classes were 
held in the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. 


After the Landing ~ 


Now that the tercentenary anniver- 
sary has been kept and another com- 
memoration of the settlement of Ply- 
mouth is some time ahead, let us occa- 
sionally remind ourselves of the hard- 
ships the Pilgrim settlers were enduring 
300 years ago and of the direct manner 
they faced their problems as pioneers. 

We are reminded anew of their story 
by the sale of a copy of Mourt’s ‘“Re- 
lation or Journale of the English Plan- 
tation at Plimouth in New England,” 
dated London, 1622, the first book on 
the colony printed in England. The 
work has not been subject to the ro- 
mantic adventures that befell the Brad- 
ford “history.” The two supplement 
each other and yield a priceless record 
of heroism and devotion. 

The date annually kept for the land- 
ing on Plymouth Rock is not that of the 
landing from the Mayflower. On De- 
cember 21, 1620, by the New Style reck- 
oning, the exploring party of eighteen 
men landed from the shallop in which 
they had voyaged from Provincetown, 
where the Mayflower was anchored. 
They returned to the ship two days later 
and on December 25th the entire com- 
pany sailed from the cape. Because of 
contrary winds the Mayflower could not 
make the Plymouth harbor until the 
26th. The next day being Sunday, 
worship was conducted, no doubt by 
Elder Brewster, aboard the vessel which 
now had been their home for more than 
three months. = 

On Monday and Tuesday they eager- 
ly explored their new country. On Wed- 
nesday the majority voted to build their 
settlement on what Bradford called 
“the first site,” that which had been 
selected by the shallop party nine days 
before. Two more stormy days and 
then the men went diligently to work to 
cut timber, rowing back and forth-to 
the ship at least twice a day and carry- 
ing their cuttings an eighth of a mile

Publicity and Patronage 


Peace, 


There are few political observers from 
the days of “Lincoln”? at Washington, 
through the period of “Beach 3000”, 
down to the present time of “R. L. 
O'B.” who better understand New Eng- 
land conditions at Washington, than 
does the editor of the Boston Herald. 
This understanding, however, does not 
seem to the writer to remove him entirely 
from those who occasionally fail to quite 
fairly, fully, and accurately estimate 
particular situations. 

We believe this is the case in connec- 
tion with that most interesting editorial 
in the Herald one morning this week, 
calling attention to the possibilities of 
political trouble in Massachusetts in 
connection with filling the position of 
national committee-man. The writer of 
the Herald editorial apparently believes 
that through the choice of a successor to 
Secretary Weeks as national committee- 
man ‘from Massachusetts, we are to 
settle many Federal appointments; the 
destiny of Senator Lodge, and troubles 
that may be incident to all the appoint- 
ments that gentleman has to make; a 
Republican United States Senator to 
succeed Senator Walsh; and the political 
status of two very distinguished HRe- 
publicans in Massachusetts, Edward A. 
Thurston and William M. Butler. 
From some knowledge of this situation 
we don’t believe anything of the sort in 
connection with most of this dope. 

Edward A. Thurston has been threat- 
ening to disrupt the Republican party if 
it did not give him what he wanted, for a 
good many years. He threatened that 
same sort of punishment to individuals 
all through his period as Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, but ac- 
companying almost every threat that he 
uttered were soft-tempered words by 
such gentlemen as Senator Weeks and 
others to whom Mr. Thurston was 
amenable, resulting in a negative for 
every positive, so that the bull in the 
china shop was piloted through his 
period of leadership in Republican po- 
litical activities with only slight damage 
to the graven images about hiix, Some 
measure of prosperity appears to have 
come to that gentleman since his term 
as Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, and now on occasions he 
seems to feel that he is able to stand on 
his own feet, and have those same feet 
encased in hob-nailed boots instead of 
the felt slippers furnished to him by his 
sponsors in years back.

The Concert by the Letz Quartet 


It is seldom that one hears anywhere 
such playing as that of the Letz Quartet 
in Davis Hall last Saturday afternoon. 
It was most exceptional both in its 
technical perfection and in its artistic 
realizations. There was an unerring 
sense of balance ‘and proportion anda 
regard for fine ensemble as well as 
great beauty of tone and perfection of 
intonation. The program, chiefly of 
Beethoven, Tschaikowsky and Schubert, 
was music of intrinsic worth, and its 
performance was accomplished with 
insight and inspiration.

We would suggest to Mr. Thurston 
that he discard the fob nails and put his 
slippers on again. He will get much far- 
ther in his attempt to secure the kind of 
rewards that so-called rising lawyers 
need against a rainy day, by this pro- 
cedure, than he will by renewing his 
roaring and ranting as of olden times. 
We would also suggest that he can ill 
afford to overlook the fact that there is a 
mighty small portion of the public of 
Massachusetts that ever had much -use 
for him, and that would ever do any- 
thing for him except as he was grouped 
with other people who lugged him along. 

The public knows Mr. Butler much 
less intimately than it knows Mr. 
Thurston, but that portion of the public 
that knows him intimately has an af- 
fection for him not unlike that which it 
had for his long-time close associate in 
Republican political matters in Mas- 
sachusetts, the late Senator Crane. If 
Senator Crane owed his power in this 
section of the State to any one man as 
a sharer in a knowledge of political con- 
ditions, with an honest interest in and 
support of the best political principles, 
he owed it to former Senator Butler. 
Mr. Butler has prospered because, added 
to his political ability and to his legal 
ability, there has been a rare quality of 
eminent business ability. We doubt if 
any one knows what his ambition is, 
but if he has reached the place where he 
is willing to apply those qualities which 
heso eminently possesses, to service for 
the great political party that honored 
him in his early days, by accepting the 
position of representative of Massa- 
chusetts in the Republican Nati: nal 
Committee, we cannot believe that any 
one is going to seriously endeavor to 
stand in the way. 

The suggestion that Senator Weeks 
will be a party to the sort of compromise 
that would be brought about by holding 
on to the position of national committee- 
man, does credit neither to Mr. Weeks 
himself nor to the Republican party of 
Massachusetts. If there must be a 
fight to put a man like Mr. Butler into 
the position for which he has been men- 
tioned, the best thing that can happen to 
Republican politics in Massachusetts is 
for that fight to come. It is not con- 
ceivable that such a fight is possible 
with Senator Lodge sanctioning it, or 
Edward A. Tiiurston leading it; one 
needs peace, political peace in great big 
chunks; thé other needs publicity and 
patronage; publicity for his political 
views, and patronage for his legal talents 

The choice of William M. Butler as 
National Committeeman will neither 
mar the peace of the Senator, nor inter- 
fere with the publicity and patronage of 
Mr. Thurston; it is possible for it to 
help these three virtues so much needed 
by both, — peace, publicity and pat- 
ronage.

Mr. Kidd’’ 


On March 17th the Pi Eta Society will 
open‘the schedule of the 1921 show, 
“The Late Mr. Kidd”, in the Town hall. 
This year’s piece is a musical comedy in 
three acts by W. Barton Leach, Jr., of 
Brookline, Mass.

Dr. Shaw Speaks 


William Shaw was the speaker at the 
young people’s session of the Religious 
Education Institute in Lawrence, held 
Monday evening in the Lawrence Street 
church.

Rural-Carrier Examination 

The United States Civil Service 
Commission has announced an examina- 
tion for the County of Essex, Mass., to 
be held at Lawrence, Lynn, Newbury- 
port and Gloucester on March 12, 1921, 
to fill the position of rural carrier at 
Rockport and Andover, and vacancies 
that may later occur on rural routes 
from other post offices in the above- 
mentioned county. The salary of a ru- 
ral carrier on a standard daily route of 
24 miles is $1,800 per annum, with an 
additional $30 per mile per annum for 
each mile or major fraction thereof in 
excess of 24 miles. The examination 
will be opened only to citizens who are 
actually domiciled in the territory of a 
post office in the county and who meet 
the other requirements set forth in 
Form No. 1977. Both men and women, 
if qualified, may enter this examination, 
but appointing officers have the legal 
right to specify the sex desired in re- 
questing certification of eligibles. Wo- 
men will not be considered forrural carrier 
appointment unless they are the widows 
of U. S. soldiers, sailors, or marines or 
the wives of U. S. soldiers, sailors, or 
marines who are physically disquali- 
fied for examination by reason of in- 
juries received in the line of military 
duty. Form No. 1977 and application 
blanks may be obtained from the offices 
mentioned above or from the United 
States Civil Service Commission at 
Washington, D.C. Applications should 
be forwarded to the Commission at 
Washington, D.C., at the earliest prac- 
ticable date.

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ENTHUSIASM GREETS 
BOSTON COLLEGE DRIVE 


All Parishes Organizing; Pastor and 
Flock Join To Raise 
College Fund 


The Boston College fund campaign 
committee has reported that the or- 
ganization of 262 parish teams in the 
archdiocese of Boston is nearing com- 
pletion, that 100,000 subscription 
ecards will soon be ready for the 
campaign workers in the five coun- 
ties of the archdiocese and that more 
than 80 per cent of the pastors of the 
250 churches, already interviewed, 
have volunteered their organization 
services. 


A number of societies in the arch- 
diocese have volunteered the support 
of their organization to the Boston 
College campaign committee, each to 
function as separate until during the 
intensive period of the campaign, that 
begins on Tuesday, May 3, and closes 
on Thursday, May 12. 

The scheme of oragnization as car- 
ried out by the committee in charge 
of the campaign covers a field of 
operation embracing the entire arch- 
diocese of Boston. This territory has 
been divided into three great sub- 
divisions, each division in charge of a 
division chairman. The first division 
comprises Suffolk County; division 
two, part of Middlesex and Essex 
counties, while the third division in- 
cludes the greater part of Middlesex 
county with Norfolk and Plymouth 
counties. 

Each parish in the archdiocese will 
be organized as a_ separate unit 
through the co-operation and effort of 
the parish pastor, who assumes the di- 
rectorship in many instances and acts 
in an advisory capacity to. the lay 
chairman. The diocese has been div- 
ided into geographical units. For con- 
venience and efficiency, each unit has 
been centered in the parish. 

Cardinal O’Connell, 
chairman of the campaign, will lend 
his every assistance to the campaign 
workers in their efforts to raise the 
two million dollar building fund for 
Boston College. He will be assisted 
by a uume:vus zroup of prominent 
men and women of the archdiocese, 
Jas. J. Phelan, the Boston banker, is 
the active chairman of the committee 
and is in complete charge of the cam- 
paign. Mrs. Edwin A. Shuman, first 
president of the Philomatheia Club, 
is the chairman of the women’s divi- 
sion of the campaign. 

The first division will have 69 
teams; the second division, 102 
teams; the third division 91 teams. 
The number of members composing 
each team will vary with the popula- 
tion of the respective districts. These 
teams are'to be in addition to the 
executive committee, the finance and 


the women’s committee. 

The reports from the field workers 
indicates that 80 per cent of the 
parishes will have local organizations 
for the intensive period of the cam- 
paign, May 3 to May 12. St. Colman’s 
parish of Brockton has the distinction 
of being the first parish to be organ- 
ized. Through the efforts of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. William J. Fennessy, P.

James H. Lyons 
has been selectman in Methuen in past 
years and James W. Riley held the seat 
of councillor under the city form of 
government until he ran as opponent to 
Samuel Rushton for mayor last year, he 
being defeated by Rushton, who was 
beaten yesterday in the selectmen’s 
battle by Riley. 


NORTH ANDOVER 


Monday, March 7——-The town of 
North Andover has been without ade- 
quate quarters for housing various civic 
officers and public departments for many 
years. Some time ago a building com- 
mittee was appointed and money ap- 
propriated for the purpose of having 
tentative plans prepared for a new 
building to house all the town offices 
under one roof, but until this year it 
was thought best not to go ahead. Plans 
have now been prepared and approxi- 
mate estimates made for the new town 
office building. Under Article 9 of the 
town warrant, to come before the town 
meeting March 19th, the following entry 
has been made: ‘“To hear the report of 
the committee on town office building 
and to see if the citizens will vote to 
raise and appropriate an amount not in 
excess of sixty thousand ($60,000) dol- 
lars for the purpose thereof. Petition 
of the committee on town office build- 
ing.”’ It is proposed to erect a new 
building on Main street, between the 
fire station and the Odd Fellows’ build- 
img, on the present site of the select- 
men’s office. The building will be a 
two-story brick structure, 47 by 50 feet 
with a high basement at the rear. The 
first story will contain offices for the se- 
lectmen, town clerk, board of public 
works, tax collector, overseers of the 
poor, etc., together with a court room 
and committee rooms. The court room 
will be used as a polling place at election 
times. On the second floor will be lo- 
cated offices of the superintendent of 


schools, general offices, storage for the 
school department, and six other large 
rooms for various other town officers. 
In the basement, which will be a full 
story above grade at the rear, will be lo- 
cated the police station, work room and 
storage for the board of public works; 
and vault for the storage of town rec- 
ords; heating plant, etc. There will also 
be a garage at the rear of the main build- 
ing for town automobiles. The plans 
have been prepared by David M. Brown, 
architect of Lawrence. 


Tuesday, March 8——The defeat of 
Willard H. Poor, son of County Com- 
missioner James C. Poor, for highway 
surveyor by George Matthison, driver of 
the combination fire truck at the Central 
station, featured the North Andover 
annual town election yesterday. Mat- 
thison won by 31 votes over Poor. Tree 
Warden William L. Smith was defeated 
by Alfred Dearden, returned overseas 
veteran, by a large plurality. Select- 
men elected comprised Peter Holt, 
Fred Leach and Alexander M. White, 
the board of last year. Peter Holt was 
re-elected assessor for three years over 
Joseph Greenwood by a vote of 1166 to 
953. Mrs. Margaret J. Kane, woman 
suffrage candidate, was defeated by 
James W. Elliott, present town auditor, 
1690 votes to 604, making his vote more 
than three toone. On the license ques- 
tion the town was recorded as 1140 
against and 930 in favor. 


Salvage Shops to Aid Red Cross 


One hundred dollars earned the first 
month! One hundred dollars in the 
bank available for carrying on Red Cross 
work! That is the record of the first 
Red Cross shop opened in the New Eng- 
land Division. The Gloucester Branch 
of the Essex County Chapter, Massa- 
chusetts, is the shop-keeper. And the 
shop produced a profit for the eight 
days it was open for business during the 
first month in spite of the disadvantages 
of its location — in a back room, with 
no window for display of articles for 
sale. 

The Gloucester Branch shop was 
opened on November 30th and sales 
amounting to $14.00 were made the 
first day. Previously several sales of 
furniture had been made to clear floor 
space. It is open two days a week from 
10 a.m, to 5 p.m. 

The articles carried‘ cover a consider- 
able range. They include chairs, tables, 
pictures, lamps, dishes, bric-a-brac, 
some clothing but not enough to supply 
the demand, bags, cards, neckwear, 
books, sleds and skates. A pair of 
century-old French vases, a pair of 
opera glasses and a walking pony have 


' been on sale. 


} 
The shop is becoming known among 


the Italian people of this old fishing city 
as one customer tells her neighbor and 
the news travels from home to home. 
There has been demand for rugs, sew- 
ing machines, book-cases; candlesticks 
and ornaments for St. Joseph’s feast 
from the Italian people.. The shop needs 
winter hats; skirts,.children’s clothing, 
and hair ribbons aré constantly asked 
for. Substantial assistance has been 
given the Home Service section of the 
Branch by supplying from its stock 
needed articles as requested. 

The shop is under the direction of the 
Auxiliary Service Committee of the 
Branch, with Miss Mary Brooks as 
chairman of the committee. Miss 
Brooks considers the results during the 
opening weeks were splendid considering 
the location of the shop. The people of 
the city are becoming interested’ and 
are sending in articles for the stock. At 
present the shop is in one of the two 
rooms occupied by the Branch in the 
Girls’ Community House at Main and 
Washington streets, the rooms being in 
the rear of the building. The committee 
hopes soon to have a more advantageous 
location, with a shop window. 

In an article announcing that Glou- 
cester was to have a shop The Glouces- 
ter Times said in part: ; 

“These shops do not interfere with the 
business of regular merchants. In other 
states, where the thrift shops have 
passed the experimental stage and are 
doing a large business, merchants do 
not oppose them. Instead, dealers 
help the shops by contributing left- 
overs from their own stock. 

“The thrift shop offers a most satis- 
factory clearing-house for articles which 
the housekeeper wishes to pass on to 
further usefulness. It will be a relief 
to dwellers in small apartments where 
there is no room to store outgrown, 
worn or superfluous articles. Fam- 
Uies breaking up housekeeping or clos- 
ing summer cottages will find that the 
thrift shop can lessen their perplexity 
regarding the disposal of many things 
too good to throw away and yet incon- 
venient to keep. All such donors may 
feel sure that a good use will be made of 
each article sent to the shop. The 
shop will begin in a modest way, but it 
expects to grow to quite respectable 
proportions.” 

The Haverhill Branch of the Essex 
County Chapter opened a shop last 
month after considerable preparation. 
During the first two hours the place was 
open $70 worth of goods was sold. At 
first it was intended to sell only clothing, 
but it was later decided to aecept all 
salable articles. During the holi- 
days a notice was sent to all churches, 
women’s clubs and parents’ and teach- 
ers’ associations asking for used cloth- 
ing. The clothing donated was taken

Y. W. C. A. where volunteer workers are 
busy half a day a week, planning, cut- 
ting, sewing and getting the clothing 
in the best of condition for sale at the 
shop. A dressmaker of the city gives 
half a day a week to the work. 

What the Gloucester Branch has ac- 
complished in the brief period it has 
been a shopkeeper can be duplicated by 
other Chapters and Branches. The 
Red Cross Shop is new in this Division, 
but it is by no means an experiment 
in the entire field of Red Cross endea- 
vor. Its value has been well proved in 
the Pacific Division, which led the way 
in Salvage and Shop work. The re- 
sults secured by California Chapters 
should encourage every Red Cross or- 
ganization to adopt the salvage and 
shop project. 

The shop at Berkeley, California, 
has an income of from $1200 to $1500 a 
month. The Fresno County Chapter 
has an income averaging $1000 a month. 


Such incomes are unusually large. If a 
Chapter is-small it will not have, and 
will not need, excessively large returns 
from shop and salvage, 
Fine 

More than 6000 people had to pay 
fines last year for not filing their income 
tax returns on time. At least 500 ap- 
peared at the Internal Revenue Office 
one day after the return was due and 
here’s what happened to them; each 
had to pay a fine of $5.00, plus a pen- 
alty of 25 percent of the total tax 
due, besides having to pay the full 
amount for the year instead of being 
allowed the privilege of making quarter- 
ly installments. This happened ‘to 
every one who was late and this is what 
will happen to all who do not file their 
returns on or before March 15, as Col- 
lector John J, Mitchell has no alterna- 
tive other than proceeding as the law 
directs.

November Club Notes 


“Our coming generation in America 
can produce nothing of value in poetry, 
philosophy or prophecy unless it goes to 
school to the Bible” is the opinion of 
Prof. Dallas Lore Sharp expressed in a 
lecture on “The Bible as a Literary 
Source Book” given before members ot 
the November club on Monday after- 
noon. ‘The future of American letters 
depends on it. Any true greatness will 
rest four square on the King James 
version of the Bible. At present there is 
no language but that of business; the 
voice of the spirit is stilled.’”’ Prof. 
Sharp approached his subject as a writ- 
er, a lover of letters, and a craftsman. 

For every style of writing there is a 
source book to which writers may go to 
school both for manner and for matter; 
Poe’s short stories for the mechanism of 
that form of writing; ‘‘Kipling?s ‘Jungle 
Book” for the outdoor story; Darwin’s 
“Origin of Species,” “Alice in Wonder- 
land,” Kingsley’s ‘‘Water Babies,” 
Shakespeare’s writings and Dante’s “In- 
ferno.” But the greatest of these is the 
Bible, the humanest book in the world 
because it deals with things common to 
every human being, with elemental hu- 
man feelings and situations all recounted 
in a language everyone can understand. 
The Bible should be the first volume on 
every literary man’s five-foot shelf. 

From the earliest written English, 
even before the time of the King James 
version, down to President Harding’s 
inaugural address, all good English 
writing shows the influence of the Bible 
as a source-book. Writers have used its 
language and style, its imagery, its 
metaphors and its great themes. It is 
useless to try to read English intelli- 
gently without a knowledge of the Bible 
as a background. Literary allusions to 
the Bible number five to one allusion to 
Shakespeare, and fifty to one allusions to 
all other writers combined. 


The directness of its style is due to the 
fact that it was written for the most part 
by men who lived a primitive and simple 
life and that it was translated at a time 
when English life and experience paral- 
leled the life of Palestine, making it a 
transcription rather than a translation. 

Prof. Sharp deplored that biblical 
instruction in the public schools went 
no further than the 23rd Psalm, yet 
later commended as the best way to 
become familiar with the Scriptures, 
daily reading by the family in the home, 
beginning with Genesis and continuing 
through Revelations, a method so simple 
as to be overlooked by many who seek 
some great thing to do. 

At the close of the lecture, tea was 
served, with Miss Mary L. Smith and 
Miss Mary E. Bancroft pouring.

the splendid Sonata Prima of Don G. 
Pagella of Turin. The work is a fine 
example of those qualities which also 
characterize the works of the better- 
known Bossi — characteristics of the 
Italian nature — fire, mysticism, artis- 
tic workmanship. It is surprising that 


Capocei, and the Bossis to its credit, one 
should hear so little of the music of the 
Italian school, which knows so well how 
to be modern, but also how to avoid the 
caricaturing cacophanies of the modern 
extremists. It would have been very in- 
teresting to have heard also one of the 
more serious compositions of the dis- 
tinguished Enrico Bossi. 

Mr. Yon played his now quite familiar 
“Gest Bambino” at a considerably 
slower tempo than that at which one is 
accustomed to hear it. But after all, 
leisureliness befits a pastoral or a lullaby 
and the somewhat slower performance 
was a gain for the work. Yon’s Bach 
was certainly a revelation in unconven- 
tionality, but after all the argument that 
Bach’s tracker-action organs limited the 
speed in execution is a decided non 
sequitur when applied to a modern in- 
terpretation. An Oklahoma Indian re- 
marked to Mr. Yon that his Bach was 
the finest jig he had ever heard, and per- 
haps after all we have been slow in 
realizing that he who was so fond of 
writing ““Gigues,”’ ‘‘Bourrées,”’ “‘Sara- 
bands,” ‘‘Gavottes,”” and ‘‘Minuettes”’ 
can stand not a little brightening up even 
in his more serious works whose prime 
char: cteristic is sublimity. The fine 
“Christus Resurrexit” of Ravanello, or- 
ganist at St. Mark’s, Venice, with its 
portrayal of the announcing by the an- 
gels with their trumpets of the Resur- 
rection of Christ and the sunrise on 
Easter Sunday, brought back for a 
moment some of those Wordsworthian 
“shadowy recollections” of earlier vis- 
ions dimmed by the reflections of a 
colder logic. The Organo Primitivo was 
a vivid imitation not only of the old port- 
able organ of the 11th and 12th cen- 
turies, but also of the more recent barrel 
organ. ‘The Echo in canon form pre- 
sented between the swell and choir or- 
gans was extremely effective, and the 
first Concert Study a piece of brilliant 
pyrotechnics with not a few difficulties 
in the pedalling, though these are by no 
means‘ always to be found in passages 
which involve the greatest speed and ap- 
pear most dazzling to the onlooker. 

Mr. Yon was most generous in re- 
sponding to the very hearty applause, 
playing as encores the magnificent and 
profound ‘Piece Heroique’” by César 
Franck, the Italian Fantasy, beginning 
with the Garibaldi Hymn and containing 
other North Italian folk-songs, by him- 
self, the little comic Frére Jaque by Mr. 
Ungerer, the organist of St. Patrick’s 
cathedral, New York, and the Second 
Humoresque, imitating an accordion, 
by Yon. 

Mr. Yon could certainly count on a 
large public should he return to us next 
year. Should such an engagement be 
arranged it has been suggested that he 
play with piano his Gregorian Concerto 
which he recently played with the New 
York Symphony Orchestra under Mr.
